Inevitably the rising cost of running a football club is the basic 
reason for the increase. As Wycombe’s balance sheet for last 
season shows, almost everything is costing the club more money 
and in order to maintain the. same standards of last year the gate 
prices just had to go up. 2 oor ` 

The committee decided to put five pence on the three categories. 
Adults will now pay. 30p. instead of 25, Boys 20p-instead of 15 and 
Old Age Pensioners. |Op instead of'five. Entry to the enclosure and 
stant is up from 15.to 20,0 ©. 

Season tickets also are‘up,’ both to the ground and the stand. A 


' season ticket now costs £5 for adults and £2.50 for juniors. 





However, there is still a distinct financial advantage of becoming’a 
season ‘ticket holder. For your ticket you can see every league 
match at Loakes Park (21) and also the five friendlies that will be 
arranged to take the place of the Premier Midweek Floodlight 
League. To pay 30p for each of those games would cost £7.80, the 
season ticket is £5 — a saving of £2.80. 

An additional advantage to season ticket holders is that if 
Wycombe are successful in their cup competitions, stand season 
ticket holders will fet, the first refusal on their seats. In other words 
their seat is guaranteed.
